He advises that retreats be 
made sufficiently to regain sup- 
port of the masses; don’t try to 
replace christianity with a Pa- 


gan religion; that scientists have 
been antagonized too much; not 
to depend entirely on the spirit 
aroused during the actual seizure 


of power; propaganda alone is 
not enough to maintain confi- 
dence, etc., etc. 
No Real Change. 

Not a word in his speech to 
indicate that he is for lessening 
the terror against the workers, 


although he warns that you can- 
not depend on that entirely for 
holding power. Not a word on 
the oppression of the Jews. Only 
who have not read Von 
speech but swallowed 
hook, line sinker, the inter- 
pretations given in the local pa- 
pers, would take Von Pappen as 
a progressive opponent to the 
Nazis.

Shows Growing Revolt. 


But is this move independent 
of those forces in Germany that 
show a disintegration in the 


ranks of the Nazis, and are driv- 
ing towards a proletarian revolu- 
tion? BY NO MEANS. It is be- 
cause of the growing revolt 
among the German masses that 
the fascists find need for such 
maneuvers. As a matter of fact 
by most recent actions, Hitler is 
showing his agreement with Von 
Pappen’s advice. Arrests and 
murder of some Storm Troop com- 
manders, even indicate that cer- 
tain of the terror machine may 


even be made the goats. Hitler’s 
announcement, however, that 
Roehm, general commander of the 
Storm Troops, was_ shot _be- 
cause of “disgraceful immoral 
practices’’ is likewise only to 
shift away attention from the 
split of the Nazi ranks to the 
point of open warfare. If per- 


verts are to be eliminated from 
Nazi ranks, other officials, begin- 
ning with Goering, should go. 
These are facts of common knowl- 
edge as the very character of the 
Nazi program is appropriate for 
perverts and sadists. 

The issues involved at present 
are not independent of the old 
struggle between the National- 
ists (Pappen-Hindenburg-Schlei- 
cher Party) and the National So- 
cialists (Nazis) which date back 
for years, and as Pappen says, 
there was only an alliance. But 
their differences only reflect old 
groups —the Monarchist-Yonker 
element, representing chiefly the 
landlords vs. the big industrial- 
ists who put Hitler in power. 

It is the support of the Na 
tionalist (monarchists) which 
gave the Nazis the necessary bal- 
ance to take power. Ever since

ISM. But that did not wipe out 
the conflicting interests among 
the groups. They were only sup- 


pressed on the surface. All the 
Nazi propaganda of a ‘“Totalita- 
rian State’’ (supposedly repre- 
sentative of all classes) could not 
stop the process of capitalist de- 
velopment especially intensified 
by the Nazis, which involves the 
bankruptcy of small people and 
growth in monopolies, growing 
vower of the banks, conflict be- 
tween landowners and industrial- 
ists, impoverishment of the toil- 
ing masses and intellectuals. 


It would be a seious mistake 
however, to think that the pres- 
ent growing discontent in Ger- 
many including the recent ac- 
tions, are entirely a result of the 
flareup of the old differences. On 
the contrary, it is the approach- 
ing revolt of the masses which 
is creating a panic and disinte- 


gration in the German ruling 
class. Their differences are 
chiefly on how to meet this re- 


volt, and the old lineups are only 
beginning to take shape again 
coinciding with the immediate 
issue. THE NATIONALISTS SEE-

he Communists have _ been 
pointing very often to the grow- 
ing dissatisfaction within the 
ranks of the storm troopers and 
Stahlheim (veteran organization).

Misery of Masses At Bottom 


At bottom is the increasing 
misery of the German masses— 
lowering of wages, More regimen- 
tation in camps, inability to any 
longer conceal the fact that there 
is not outlook for an economic 
revival, and above all THE 
FACT THAT THE COMMUNIST 
PARTY AS THE LEADER OF 
THE GERMAN MASSES COULD 
NOT BE SUPPRESSED. 

Latest figures show a growing 
unfavorable trade balance, which 


in turn is a further drain on 
Government resedves. The Ger- 


man paper money backing is now 
at 2.3%. All capitalist countries 
are shutting their doors to im- 
ports, and especially in the case 
of Germany as reprisal for fail- 
ure to make debt payments, or 
to buy enough. The desperation 
of the Nazis which result from 
inability to find a solution, is 
driving them headlong into war. 
F. T. Birchall of the New York 
Times, analyzing the ecosomic 
situation in Germany, points out 
that recently there has been a 
tremendous increase in steel and 
iron production. Germany's export 
figures and domestic consump- 
tion however, shows a drop. ‘“‘But 
where was it utilized,’’ he asks. 
The answer is found in the U. S. 
note to Germany on the question 
of payments to American bond- 
holders, and charges that Ger- 
many is using her resources for 
war supplies. 


Communist Analyses Correct. 


All these facts can no longer 
be hidden from the German mas- 
ses, and the quiet grimblings 
which are now so open and loud, 
are testimony to the soundness 
of the analyses of the Commun- 
ist Party of Germany and the 
Communist International; that 
the empty Nazi promises and il- 
lusions would soon wear off, and

The success of the Communist 
movement for the overthrow of 
capitalism and the establishment 
ot a workers and farmers govern- 
ment presupposes first of all;

Why Is Workine Class

class, although in a_ constant 
struggle with big capitalism 
against elimination from trading 
and small production,» yet fre 
quently finds itself In sympathy 
with big capital when it faces 
the workers, or when it goes on 
the market and tries to secvre 
higher prices for its commodi- 
ties.

Makes War profits 
But Wien Get Cut 


BURBANK, July 1.—Through 
the war preparations of the 
Roosevelt government the Lock- 
heed Aircraft plant here has 
such large orders on hand it is 
working two shifts. This means 
big profits for the Lockheed own- 


ers. But for the 500 men whose 
work makes these profits possi- 
ble, many of whom are highly 


trained and expert mechanics and 


technicians, it means aie low 
standard of living. 65¢ an hour 
is about the top rate paid and, 
through a recent heavy turnover 
and hiring at lower rates, the 
average earnings have been 
brought far below this figure. 
Working conditions are bad, 
speed-up is increased, and the 
AF of L union in there is en- 
tirely ineffective.

Ob, the stupendous ignorance 


iof the American middle elass re- 


garding economics, geography 
and history! It is appalling! It 
makes one ashamed to be an 
American in a foreign land when 
another American, or group of 
Americans, place on exhibition 
their ignorance, to the laughter 
and ridicule of the people with 
whom they are temporarily asso- 
ciated! 

On the Soviet steamer between 
Yalta and Odessa, I met a middle 
aged woman of reputed wealth 
from a certain California city 
who had just made a tour of the 
European portions of the Soviet 
Republics. She was on her way 
to Odessa, whence she expected 
to proceed to Greece, Italy and 
France. With the exception of 
a female Soviet guide, she was 
traveling alone. 

“T thing Russia is simply hor- 
rible,’’ she- said. 

“Why?” I asked. 

“In the first place, there are 
nothing but foreigners here. In 
the second place, they smell 
something awful, and they dress 
so outlandishly. And can you eat 
their food?” 

“Instead of they being foreign- 
ers,” I replied, ‘we are the for- 
eigners. I imagine the odor from 
our bodies is as offensive to them 
as their’s is to us. As for dress. 
I think the garments they wear 
are much more appropriate than 
the clothes we wear, if we con- 
sider the matter from the stand- 
point of common sense. Food is 
a matter of taste and necessity. 
They seem to thrive on what they 
eat.” 

‘Besides you and me, are there 
any one hundred per cent Amer- 
icans on this boat?” she queried. 

“No,” I replied, ‘“‘I don’t be- 
lieve there is a single American 
Indian on board.”’ 

“What do you mean?” 

“You asked if there were any 
one hundred per cent Americans 
aboard; and the aboriginal In- 
dians are the only one hundred 
per cent Americans I know.” 

“TI think it was cruel for the 
Bolsheviks to kill the Czar. He 
was a kindly man.” 

To this I retorted: ‘‘Yes, his 
kind-heartedness was shown in 
1905 when he ordered the mas- 
sacre of the peasants who gath- 
ered before the winter palace in 
St. Petersburg.’’ 

“TI never heard of that,’’ she 
exclaimed. ‘‘But,’’ she contin- 
ued, ‘don’t you think it was un- 
principled for the Bolsheviks to 
take the property of the farmers 
and merchants and those who 
held legal title?’’ 

“Not any more unprincipled 
than it was for Europeans to 
take the land from the Indians 
in America,’’ I answered. ‘‘Be- 
sides they only took it from the 
rich.’’ 

“I think it was perfectly hea- 
thenish for them to do away 
with God.” 

“How do you know they did 
away with God? If there is a 
God, all wise and all powerful, 
do you think a Soviet decree 
abolished Him utterly? If there 
is no God, why worry?” 

“Well, I am not a churehgoer, 
but you know no. nation can 
prosper without God to guide its 
people.” 

“That is a matter of opinion,” 
I shot back. “The Soviet Union 
is getting along without God in- 
finitely better than Russia under 
the Czars did with a God.” 

“When in Moscow, did you 
visit the hospitals where they 
perform abortions on women?” 

“Yes,” 

“What did you think of that?” 

“Splendid,”’ I replied. 

“Tt think such practice is a 
shame and a crime,” she _ ob- 
jected. 

“Not any more so than in the 
United States where the practice 
is general among those able to 
afford it. The difference is this 
In the Soviet Union women are 
aborted in public hospitals by 
competent doctors only after ex- 
amination as to the health of 
the patient and the necessity 
therefor. In the United States 
women are aborted by doctors 
who are compelled to take the 
chances with the law. If the 
situation is investigated, you will 
discover that few women in the 
United States go through life 
without having, at some time or 
other, an abortion performed on 
them. Pardon a personal ques- 
tion, but have you undergone 
the experience?” She admitted 
she had.

“If you had any property, and 
I suppose you have or you would- 
not be traveling as you are do- 
ing, how would you like for the 
Boisheviks in America to con- 
fiseate it?”
